The  SSC  consists  of  an  oval  15  miles  wide  and  18  miles 
long,  with  the  proposed  location  in  Utah  close  to  Dell, 
Tooele  County,  extending  northwest  and  crossing  In¬ 
terstate  80  in  two  places. 

Scientists  have  said  that  recent  breakthroughs  in  a 
related  area  of  the  ceramic  components  that  propel  the 
elements  in  the  SSC  are  as  revolutionary  as  the  discov¬ 
ery  of  the  transistor. 

Use  of  ceramics  could  reduce  the  size  of  the  SSC  from 
a  52-mile  diameter  to  a  10-mile  diameter,  which  could 
greatly  reduce  its  cost. 

“We  should  proceed  with  what  we  are  doing  right  now 
and  see  where  the  ceramic  technology  takes  us,”  said 
Herald  Stokes,  BYU  physics  professor.  Conducting 
studies  and  installing  the  ceramic  technology  could  take 
a  decade. 

“We  are  awaiting  clarification  from  the  DOE  on  soil 
composition  criteria,”  said  Larry  Murdock,  engineer 
with  Dames  and  Moore,  Salt  Lake  City,  the  firm  hired 
by  the  state  to  conduct  studies  on  proposed  SSC  cites. 
“We  are  also  conducting  a  baseline  environmental  study 
on  the  Cedar  Mountains  wilderness  area.  We  will  be  able 
to  have  these  studies  completed  by  the  deadline  in  Au¬ 
gust.” 

Nancy  Sechrest,  spokesperson  for  the  Office  of  Solid 
and  Hazardous  Waste,  feels  differently.  “I  find  it  hard  to 
believe  that  a  report  will  be  ready  by  August.” 


CIA's  William  Casey  dies 

Role  may  never  be  fully  known,  says  Leahy 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  death  of  former  CIA  Di¬ 
rector  William  J.  Casey  removes  one  of  the  central  figures 
in  the  Iran-Contra  affair  even  as  the  scope  of  his  role  was 
still  emerging. 

Casey  died  Wednesday  of  pneumonia  following  removal 
of  a  cancerous  brain  tumor,  after  hours  of  testimony  be¬ 
fore  Congress  about  the  Casey  role  by  retired  Maj.  Gen. 
Richard  V.  Secord. 

Secord  said  he  met  three  times  with  Casey  and  dealt 
routinely  with  CIA  officials  while  running  a  private  resup¬ 
ply  operation  for  the  Nicaraguan  Con¬ 
tra  rebels,  at  a  time  when  Congress 
had  banned  government  aid  to  them. 

Casey  himself  testified  before  Con¬ 
gress  last  December,  just  before  he  un

Casey,  he  said,  “probably  knew  the  most  of  anybody  — 
with  the  possible  exception  of  Oliver  North  —  and  of 
course  that  we’ll  never  know,  because  he  didn’t  really  tell 
us  much  about  it.” 

Casey  was  told  privately  by  a  Canadian  businessman, 
Roy  Furmark,  that  money  from  the  arms  sales  was  being 
diverted  to  the  Contras,  before  this  was  disclosed  by  the 
administration.  He  was  described  by  an  aide  as  startled  by 
the  revelation. 

The  report  of  the  commission  headed  by  former  Sen. 
John  Tower,  which  looked  into  the  administration’s  han¬ 
dling  of  the  Iran-Contra  affair,  criticized  Casey.  The  re¬ 
port  also  criticized  the  president,  former  National  Secu¬ 
rity  Adviser  John  Poindexter,  Poindexter’s  aide  North, 
and  other  administration  officials. 

It  concluded  that  Casey  was  informed  in  considerable 
detail  about  the  specifics  of  the  Iranian  operation,  and 
“appears  to  have  acquiesced  in  and  to  have  encouraged 
North’s  exercise  of  direct  operational  control  over  the 
operation.” 

Such  control  from  within  the  White  House  opened  the

Secord,  who  was  a  principal  private  operator  for  the 
administration  in  both  the  Iranian  and  Central  American 
ends  of  the  affair,  testified  that  he  believed  he  was  acting 
with  administration  and  CIA  approval.  Later,  he  said, 
Casey  suggested  a  way  to  get  money  from  another  coun¬ 
try  to  help  support  the  Contras. 

“I  believe  I  was  receiving  support  from  the  director  of 
Central  Intelligence,”  Secord  said. 

He  said  that  in  their  first  meeting  at  CIA  headquarters 
in  Langley,  Va.,  in  late  1985,  Casey  “was  well  aware  we 
were  cranking  up  this  airlift  operation. ...  He  told  me  they 
were  very  appreciative  of  what  I  was  doing.” 

But  Secord  said  his  second  meeting  was  to  complain  to 
Casey  that  he  was  not  receiving  adequate  intelligence 
information  to  conduct  air  drops  over  Nicaragua. 

At  a  third  meeting,  Secord  said  he  warned  of  the  Con¬ 
tras’  desperate  need  for  money. 

“Casey  asked  me  how  much  money  was  needed.  ...  I 
said  it  would  take  about  $10  million,  I  thought.  And  he 
said,  ‘$10  million,  $10  million’  and  then  he  mentioned  a 
country  which  he  thought  might  be  willing  to  donate  this 
kind  of  money.  But  then  he  said,  ‘But,  I  can’t  approach 
them.’ ...  He  said  that  two  or  three  times.  Then  he  looked

Suspected  postal  bomber  held  without  bail; 
bomb  meant  for  former  relative,  police  say

A  California  man  charged  with 
sending  an  “injurious  device”  through 
the  mail  was  arraigned  May  1  in 
Sacramento,  and  no  bail  was  set  after 
he  appeared  at  a  bail  hearing  Tuesday 
before  a  U.S.  magistrate. 

A  small  part  of  a  crude,  homemade 
bomb  discharged  April  14  after  an 
unidentified  postal  worker  in  the 
Provo  main  post  office  dropped  the 
mail  bag  it  was  contained  in.  There 
were  no  injuries  or  damages. 

The  postal  worker  discovered  the 
device  when  she  “heard  something 
pop,”  said  Provo  Police  Chief  Swen 
Nielsen.  That  something  at  the  bot¬ 
tom  of  the  bag  was  later  determined 
,  to  be  gunpowder.

This  resulted  in  a 
compulsory  seven-day  layover  for  the 
package  at  the  Provo  post  office, 
where  the  incident  happened. 

Ash  described  the  handmade  mech¬ 
anism  as  “encased  in  cardboard  and 
paper  with  some  kind  of  spring- 
loaded  device.”

S-CAPE  uses  questions  that  have 
been  ranked  on  a  difficulty  contin¬ 
uum.  The  exam  adapts  to  a  student’s 
ability  by  changing  the  difficulty  level 
in  response  to  correct  or  incorrect  an¬ 
swers. 

According  to  Larson,  the  system 
reduces  the  average  time  necessary 
to  take  a  placement  test  from  1.5 
hours  to  20  minutes.  He  said  S-CAPE 
also  has  the  advantage  of  immediate 
feedback. 

"It  greatly  reduces  administrative 
frustration,”  Larson  noted. 

The  exam  is  used  by  the  Army’s 


two-week  Spanish  “refresher”  course 
taught  at  BYU.  Russell  M.  Cluff,  pro¬ 
fessor  of  Spanish,  said  the  course  is 
taught  three  times  a  year,  and  S- 
CAPE  helps  accurately  divide  the 
students  into  homogeneous  classes. 

“Placement  exams  used  to  be  very 
time-consuming,”  Cluff  said.  “This 
exam  is  very  efficient.  ” 

Cluff  feels  S-CAPE’s  efficiency  will 
save  BYU  thousands  of  dollars  over 
the  next  several  years. 

He  said  the  exam’s  self-adaptive 
ability  is  unique  and  works  well  for  his 
situation. 

Larson  said  the  ability-adaptive  as¬ 
pect  “eliminates  student  boredom,” 
and  the  students  have  reacted  favor¬ 
ably  to  the  exam. 

Linda  Lee,  a  sophomore  with  an 
undeclared  major  from  Salt  Lake 


City,  said  she  found  the  computer 
exam  is  definitely  faster  than  the  tra¬ 
ditional  pencil-and-paper  placement 
tests  she  has  taken. 

Last  year  Larson  conducted  an  at¬ 
titude  survey  to  determine  students’ 
feelings  about  the  new  exam.  The  sur¬ 
vey  included  questions  about  under¬ 
standing  computer  instructions  and 
the  nervousness  associated  with  a 
written  versus  a  computer  exam. 
Larson  found  the  computer  exam 
scored  favorably  in  all  areas. 

Kathy  Goodliffe,  a  sophomore  En¬ 
glish  major  from  Pocatello,  Idaho, 
said  the  test  was  fair  and  computer 
experience  was  not  necessary  to  do 
well. 

Larson  is  currently  working  on 
similar  computerized  placement  ex¬ 
ams  in  German  and  French.

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Reagan  knew  of  arms  sale,  Secord  says 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Richard  V.  Secord  testified  to  Congress  Wednes¬ 
day  he  was  told  by  President  Reagan’s  key  aides  that  the  president  knew  of, 
and  appreciated,  his  work  in  arranging  secret  arms  shipments  to  Iran  and 
Nicaraguan  Contra  rebels. 

In  his  second  day  of  testimony  to  a  House-Senate  hearing,  Secord  denied 
suggestions  that  he  himself  had  profiteered  from  his  role  in  the  Iran-Contra 
affair.  And  he  quoted  fired  White  House  national  security  aide  Lt.  Col.  Oliver 
North  as  saying  North  had  mentioned  to  Reagan  the  irony  of  profits  from  the 
Iranian  arms  sales  being  diverted  for  use  by  the  Contras. 

White  House  spokesman  Marlin  Fitzwater  told  reporters  in  response,  “I 
refer  you  back  to  our  original  statement  that  the  president  was  not  aware  of 
the  diversion.  There  is  no  record  that  he  did  and  it  is  hearsay  as  to  Secord’s 
testimony.” 

Secord  said  that  North  made  the  remark  in  a  “humorous  vein”  but  that  he 
had  not  thought  North  was  joking. 

He  also  spoke  about  the  president.  “I  have  no  direct  firsthand  knowledge 
about  what  the  president  knew  or  didn’t  know,”  Secord  said.  “As  I  think 
everyone  knows,  I  never  spoke  with  the  president  on  this. 

“I  was  told  on  a  number  of  occasions,  and  I  even  recorded  it  once  in  a 
December  1984  memo  to  myself,  that  the  president  was  informed  of  my 
participation  in  the  Contra  and  later  in  the  Iranian  operations,”  Secord  added. 

Widow  of  Challenger  pilot  files  lawsuit 

WINSTON-SALEM,  N.C.  (AP)  —  The  widow  of  space  shuttle  Challenger 
pilot  Michael  J.  Smith  today  filed  a  $1.5  billion  lawsuit  against  Morton  Thiokol, 
the  federal  government  and  a  former  NASA  official,  according  to  her  attor¬ 
ney. 

The  lawsuit  seeks  $1  billion  in  punitive  damages  from  Thiokol,  the  maker  of 
the  solid  rocket  booster  that  propelled  the  shuttle  toward  space,  said  lawyer 
Wiliam  Maready. 

The  lawsuit  was  filed  in  U.S.  District  Court  in  Orlando,  Fla.  Maready,  of 
Winston-Salem  was  a  friend  of  Smith’s. 

The  lawsuit  also  seeks  actual  damages  of  $500,000  against  Thiokol,  the 
government  and  Lawrence  B.  Mulloy,  who  directed  the  shuttle’s  solid  rocket 
booster  program  when  the  explosion  occurred,  Maready  said. 

Seven  crew  members,  including  New  Hampshire  teacher  Christa 
McAuliffe,  were  aboard  the  shuttle  when  it  exploded  Jan.  28,  1986.  Smith,  a 
native  of  Beaufort,  N.C.,  was  in  the  pilot’s  seat. 

South  African  whites  vote  on  apartheid 

JOHANNESBURG,  South  Africa  (AP)  —  While  more  than  1  million  blacks 
joined  a  nationwide  protest  strike,  South  Africa’s  whites  voted  Wednesday  in 
a  general  election  focused  on  the  future  of  apartheid. 

The  election,  the  first  for  whites  since  1981,  was  expected  to  leave  President 
P.W.  Botha’s  National  Party  in  firm  control  of  Parliament’s  dominant  white 
chamber. 

But  a  loose  alliance  of  liberal  candidates,  including  three  Nationalist  defec¬ 
tors,  hoped  to  demonstrate  a  growing  willingness  among  whites  to  relax  their 
hold  on  power  and  scrap  discriminatory  laws. 

Incumbents  —  four  from  the  National  Party  and  one  from  the  liberal 
Progressive  Federal  Party  —  won  the  first  five  contested  races  for  which 
results  were  reported.  Two  Progressive  Federal  Party  candidates  were 
unopposed. 

Botha,  71,  said  he  needed  a  mandate  to  continue  gradual  reforms  of  some 
discriminatory  laws  and  give  blacks  a  limited  role  in  national  policy-making. 

He  vowed  during  the  campaign  to  resist  majority  rule  and  maintain  segre¬ 
gated  schools  and  neighborhoods.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  The  sale  of  a  purported  blessing  by  Joseph 
Smith,  founder  of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  gave 
confessed  bomber  and  forger  Mark  Hofmann  enough  credibility  to  bilk  a  small 
fortune  from  naive  and  trusting  document  collectors,  a  prosecutor  says. 

William  Ellett,  chief  deputy  Salt  Lake  County  attorney,  said  Wednesday 
that  Hofmann  combined  traditional  methods  of  con  men  with  an  intimate 
knowledge  of  LDS  history  to  operate  his  documents  scam. 

Hofmann,  32,  was  sentenced  to  life  in  prison  after  pleading  guilty  to  two 
counts  of  second-degree  murder  to  avoid  a  possible  death  penalty  for  the  1985 
bombing  deaths  of  Kathleen  Sheets  and  Steven  Christensen. 

“He  established  himself  in  the  eyes  of  the  community,”  Ellett  said. 

“As  a  result,”  Ellett  continued,  “he  was  given  fairly  liberal  access  to  the 
Church’s  archives.” 

As  part  of  his  January  plea-bargain  agreement,  Hofmann  also  pleaded 
guilty  to  two  counts  of  theft  by  deception. 

PTL  leaders  dismiss  Bakker  and  Dortch 

SPRINGFIELD,  Mo.  (AP)  —  Former  PTL  Club  leaders  Jim  Bakker  and 
Richard  Dortch  have  been  dismissed  as  ministers  of  the  Assemblies  of  God, 
national  leaders  of  the  Pentecostal  denomination  announced  Wednesday. 

The  13-member  Executive  Presbytery  of  the  church  announced  its  decision 
after  meeting  by  telephone  conference  call  to  consider  recommendations  from 
district  officials  in  North  Carolina. 

The  Rev.  G.  Raymond  Carlson,  general  superintendent  of  the  church,  said 
both  Bakker  and  Dortch  were  dismissed  for  “conduct  unbecoming  to  a  minis¬ 
ter.”  He  said  Bakker’s  dismissal  was  for  his  admitted  sexual  encounter  with 
Jessica  Hahn  in  a  Florida  motel  seven  years  ago,  and  “for  his  alleged  miscon¬ 
duct  involving  bisexual  activity.  ” 

Dortch  was  dismissed  for  concealing  information  about  the  immoral  activity 
of  a  fellow  minister,  Carlson  said. 

Bakker  submitted  his  resignation  from  the  ministry  March  19  when  he 
disclosed  that  he  had  a  sexual  encounter  in  1980  with  Miss  Hahn,  a  former 
church  secretary.  Dortch  resigned  last  week  in  the  wake  of  disclosure  that  he 
had  negotiated  a  financial  settlement  with  Miss  Hahn. 


Budget  proposed  for  1987; 
city  fees  remain  the  same

Provo  Mayor  Joseph  A.  Jenkins 
presented  his  fiscal  1987-88  prelimi¬ 
nary  budget  to  the  City  Council  Tues¬ 
day  saying  that  the  new  budget  is  $4 
million  less  than  last  year’s  budget. 

The  $50,888,054  proposal  is  ap¬ 
proximately  a  $4  million  decrease 
from  the  current  fiscal  year  budget  of 
$54  million.  The  $4  million  difference 
is  due  to  an  authorized  road  bond  that 
is  included  in  the  1986-87  budget. 

In  his  presentation  to  council  mem¬ 
bers  Jenkins  was  quick  to  point  out 
that  he  has  not  recommended  any  in¬ 
crease  in  the  general  property  tax  or 
other  city  fees. 

“The  proposed  budget  will  provide 
the  same  level  of  service  for  the  next 
fiscal  year  as  has  been  provided  for 
the  current  year,”  said  Jenkins.  “We 
have  not  decreased  services,  nor  have 
we  increased  taxes  or  fees.” 

An  increase  in  property  taxes  ap-. 
proved  by  the  voters  last  November 
to  pay  off  road  bonds  and  an  increase 
in  building  permits  as  mandated  by 
Senate  bill  239  are  the  only  increases 
in  the  proposed  budget,  he  said. 

Jenkins  said  he  was  able  to  keep  an 


increase  of  taxes  out  of  the  budget 
because  building-permit  fees  and 
sales  taxes  were  up.  He  also  said  the 
street-sweeping  budget  of  $225,000 
will  come  from  the  general  fund  in¬ 
stead  of  the  sanitation  department 
fund. 

A  two-percent  cost-of-living  ad¬ 
justment  for  city  employees  was  also 
included  in  the  137-page  proposal. 

Jenkins  said  the  increases  in  prop¬ 
erty  taxes,  building  permits  and  cost- 
of-living  adjustments  do  not  reflect  in 
the  overall  budget  total  because  of 
adjustments  made  in  other  areas. 
“Frugal  department  heads  and  city 
employees  have  saved  funds  that  will 
go  back  into  the  general  fund,”  said 
Jenkins. 

To  balance  this  year’s  budget, 
$415,000  was  taken  from  the  water 
department’s  budget  to  meet  other 
needs  such  as  insurance  and  public 
library  costs.  Jenkins  said  taking  this 
money  from  the  water  department 
again  next  year  will  not  be  possible. 
That  is  why  Jenkins  is  paying  the 
street-sweeping  fund  from  the  gen¬ 
eral  fund. 

The  new  budget  still  must  be  dis¬ 
cussed  and  approved  by  the  City 
Council. 


Motorcycle  maker  praised 


YORK,  Pa.  (AP)  —  President  Rea¬ 
gan,  on  a  full-throttle  campaign  to  im¬ 
prove  U.S.  business  competitiveness, 
said  Wednesday  the  nation’s  trade 
laws  are  sound  and  that  American 
workers  “don’t  need  to  hide”  behind 
protectionist  legislation  circulating  in 
Congress. 

Reagan  took  a  helicopter  ride  to  the 
Harley-Davidson,  Inc. ,  plant  here  to 
pay  tribute  to  the  nation’s  lone  re¬ 
maining  motorcycle  manufacturer, 
which  told  the  government  recently  it 
no  longer  needed  help  in  meeting 
overseas  competition. 

Reagan  noted  that  Harley-David¬ 
son  had  benefited  from  stiff  tariffs 
that  the  U.S.  International  Trade 
Commission  had  slapped  on  large  for¬ 
eign  motorcycles  in  1983,  saying  “you 
asked  us  to  give  you  breathing  room 
so  you  could  finish  getting  into  shape 
to  meet  unexpectedly  strong  foreign 
competition.” 

“It  was  like  giving  a  boxer  a  few 
extra  weeks  of  training  before  a 
fight,”  the  president  said  in  remarks 
prepared  for  delivery  to  managers 
and  workers  at  a  Harley-Davidson 
warehouse  here. 

“No  matter  how  we  looked  at  it  (the 
request  for  help  from  the  ITC),  we 


could  see  that  everyone  at  Harley- 
Davidson  was  serious  about  getting 
into  fighting  shape,”  he  said.  “So 
when  I  was  told  that  you  wanted  a 
little  more  time  to  train,  I  said,  yes, 
kick  on  the  negine,  Harley,  turn  on 
your  thunder.” 

Reagan,  making  his  third  out-of- 
town  trip  to  promote  improved  U.S. 
business  productivity  and  competi¬ 
tiveness,  has  argued  that  in  the  quest 
to  erase  a  $166.3  billion  trade  deficit, 
a  self-help  posture  by  business  is 
preferable  to  protectionist  trade  mea¬ 
sures  by  the  government. 

The  trip  followed  by  less  than  a 
week  the  discussions  Reagan  had 
with  Japanese  Prime  Minister  Ya- 
suhiro  Nakasone  about  punitive  sanc¬ 
tions  the  United  States  imposed  on 
many  Japanese  electronics  products. 

Harley-Davidson  nearly  collapsed 
five  years  ago  as  it  struggled  to  main¬ 
tain  its  markets  in  the  free  of  what  it 
said  were  predatory  trading  practices 
by  its  Japanese  competitors. 

The  International  Trade  Commis¬ 
sion  agreed,  and  instituted  a  five-year 
program  of  import  duty  relief  for 
Harley-Davidson.  But  the  company 
asked  that  the  tariffs  be  lifted  in  mid- 
March,  a  year  ahead  of  schedule.

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Press  is  needed 
to  restrain  evil 


Presidential  contender  Gary  Hart  and  Utah  Senator  Orrin  Hatch  had  the 
press  writing  headlines  about  itself  this  week. 

In  his  opening  remarks  at  this  week’s  Iran-Contra  public  hearings,  Hatch 
blasted  the  press  for  excessive  coverage  of  the  scandal  and  said  most  Ameri¬ 
cans  are  “sick  and  tired”  of  hearing  about  the  affair. 

His  frustrated  statement  came  after  months  of  Iran-Contra  headlines  dur¬ 
ing  which,  as  Hatch  says,  stories  were  written  “on  every  conceivable  aspect  of 
this  story.” 

Hart,  embroiled  in  a  scandal  involving  rendezvous  with  a  young  actress, 

—  charged  a  Miami  paper  with  “mis¬ 
leading  and  false”  reporting 
based  on  spotty  surveillance,  in¬ 
accurate  conclusions  and  incom¬ 
plete  facts. 

The  attacks  bring  into  question 
the  role  of  the  press.  Has  it  been 
over  zealous  in  its  coverage  to  the 
point  of  obsession?  Just  why  does 
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the  press  care  about  Hart’s  womanizing  or  why  does  it  batter  the  arms  sale 
drama,  drawing  comparisons  with  everything  from  Watergate  to  “General 
Hospital?” 

Frankly,  the  press  has  simply  been  doing  its  job.  The  role  of  the  news  media 
fe  to  be  a  watchdog  for  the  public,  lurking  outside  Washington  townhouses  if  it 
has  to  to  file  its  report  on  the  character  those  who  may  one  day  occupy  the 
White  House.  It  may  sound  rather  James  Bond-ish,  but  one  might  ask  if  the 
press  doesn’t,  who  will? 

The  news  media  in  America  has  always  been  a  sort  of  third  party  in  a 
two-party  system.  It  is  a  force  that  always  will  be,  and  must  be,  a  party  of 
opposition  —  an  adversary.  It  is  a  party  without  the  responsibility  of  directing 
or  participating  in  government,  but  with  the  responsibility  of  criticizing, 
commending  and  independently  investigating  both  the  party  that  is  in  power 
and  the  party  that  is  out  of  power. 

This  week  the  scrutiny  has  been  focused  on  both. 

President  Reagan  and  company,  along  with  Gary  Hart,  need  to  provide  an 
accounting  of  their  stewardship.  Sadly,  they,  like  most  of  those  holding  or 
seeking  political  office,  find  it  devastating  to  provide  a  complete  report  of  their 
actions.  So  attempts  are  made  to  manipulate  the  press  and  gain  control  of 
Information  flow.  Much  of  the  strained  relations  between  politicians  and  the 
press  are  rooted  in  the  skeptical  attitudes  reporters  find  it  necessary  to  adopt 
if  they  are  to  protect  themselves  against  manipulation  by  politicians. 

True,  as  Hart  charges,  at  times  the  press  may  lack  finesse  and  grace.  But 
the  press  is  under  an  obligation,  in  the  interest  of  maintaining  public  virtue,  o£ 
using  every  tolerable  means  it  can  to  bring  the  issues  forth — to  be  obstinate, 
yet  as  accurate  and  objective  as  possible. 

Maybe  the  scandals  will  steal  the  headlines  with  platforms  sometimes 
taking  a  back  seat.  And  maybe  there  will  be  mistakes.  But  if  America  is  to 
keep  herself  clean  behind  the  ears,  the  press  must  not  be  restrained  or 
discouraged  in  its  quest  for  the  naked  truth.

cludes  students  of  art,  music,  film, 
communications,  and  a  BYU  art  pro¬ 
fessor. 

Director  Charles  L.  Metten  said  he 
had  to  cast  outside  of  the  theater  de- 
peartment  for  the  play  about  prob¬ 
lems  faced  by  black  war  veterans  be¬ 
cause  of  the  small  number  of  blacks 
attending  BYU,  but  added  that  audi¬ 
tions  for  all  BYU  productions  are 
open  to  non-majors.

He  said  actors  from  different  cul¬ 
tural  and  ethnic  backgrounds  bring 
diversity  to  roles  because  of  their  dif¬ 
ferent  personalities  and  experiences. 

The  two  actors  double  cast  for  the 
lead  role  in  “Medal  of  Honor  Rag”  are 
Leonard  James  and  Ron  Paul. 

James  is  a  graduate  student  in  art 
and  Paul  is  a  music  student. 

Metten  said  the  two  actors  not  only 
bring  black  culture  to  the  role  of  the 
guilt-ridden  black  war  veteran,  but 
different  aspects  of  black  culture  be¬ 
cause  one  is  from  the  Bronx  in  New 
York  and  the  other  is  from  California. 

Metten  said  the  two  actors  have 
had  no  previous  training  in  acting,  but 
that  he  is  pleased  with  their  natural 
talents.

The  play,  which  runs  75  minutes 
without  intermission,  takes  place  in 
Pennsylvania’s  Valley  Forge  Army 
Hospital  in  1971. 

A  black  army  veteran  and  recipient 
of  the  Congressional  Medal  of  Honor 
has  a  confrontation  with  a  white  psy¬ 
chiatrist  about  issues  of  guilt,  honor 
and  truth,  all  viewed  through  the 
trauma-tinted  lens  of  combat. 

Director  Charles  L.  Metten  de¬ 
scribes  the  play  as'  “sensitive,  mov¬ 
ing,  emotionally  riveting”  and  “vehe¬ 
mently  anti-war.” 

Although  reexamining  concepts  of 
honor,  morality,  patriotism  and  the 
nature  of  racial  relations  is  not  unique 
to  any  soldier,  black  or  white,  Metten 
says  the  play  “presents  the  black  vet¬ 
eran’s  position  very  strongly.” 

In  a  more  general  sense  he  notes 
“Medal  of  Honor  Rag”  makes  a  seri¬ 
ous  comment  about  war  and  honoring 
the  warrior. 

It  asks  the  question  “What  does 
the  statement,  ‘I  will  serve  my  coun¬ 
try  to  the  death  imply?  Physical 
death?  The  death  of  Christian  val¬ 
ues?” 

Metten  says  the  show  is  “graphic  in 
its  description  of  violence,”  and  sug¬ 
gests  that  it  may  be  too  intense  for 
children  less  than  8  years  old. 

The  show  Will  run  May  7-9,  12-16, 
and  19-23  at  7:30  p.m.  with  a  matinee 
performance  May  18  at  4  p.m.

When  the  Cougar  baseball  team 
snubbed  Hawaii  two  seasons  ago  to 
win  the  WAC  playoff  crown,  the 
Rainbows  plotted  their  revenge. 

And  BYU  has  paid  for  it  —  twice. 

With  the  1986  WAC  playoffs  start¬ 
ing  today,  BYU  and  Hawaii  enter  the 
tournament  as  the  top  Eastern  and 
Western  Division  seeds.  The  Cougars 
get  a  shot  at  dishing  out  a  little  of  that 
same  Rainbow  medicine. 

The  first  spoonful  of  medicinal  mis¬ 
fortune  was  administered  last  season. 
A  Cougar  collapse  on  the  final  WAC 
road  trip,  transformed  a  solid  year 
into  a  bad  one,  faster  than  Head 
Coach  Gary  Pullins  could  say  “aloha” 
in  Honolulu  and  “surfs  up”  at  San 
Diego  State. 

BYU  dropped  three  of  four  games 
to  the  Rainbows  and  limped  into  San 
Diego  needing  only  one  win  to  see  a 
birth  in  the  playoffs.  The  Cougars  got 
swept  four  straight  games  instead. 

“I  felt  like  we  were  the  best  team  in 
the  WAC,”  Pullins  said,  reflecting  on 
that  season.  “We  had  more  guys 
drafted,  and  if  that’s  any  indication, 
we  were  the  best  team.” 

Pullins  has  been  more  hesitant  pin¬ 
pointing  the  top  team  this  year.  And 
there’s  good  reason  for  his  cautious¬ 
ness. 

During  pre-season  ball,  Hawaii 
continued  their  vengence,  spoon¬ 


feeding  BYU  two  losses  in  three 
tries.  The  Rainbows  took  the  first 
two,  4-3  and  13-3  before  the  Cougars 
sneaked  away  to  the  airport  with  a  9-6 
victory. 

BYU  opens  with  San  Diego  State 
on  Cougar  Field  today  at  noon. 
Hawaii  and  New  Mexico  are  sched¬ 
uled  for  the  3  p.m.  nightcap  game. 

San  Diego  State  always  plays  BYU 
tough.  The  total  series  record  be¬ 
tween  them  has  the  Aztecs  leading 
with  14  wins  against  BYU’s  eight. 

“We’ll  play  it  one  game  at  a  time,” 
Pullins  continued.  “We’ve  been  fa¬ 
vored  to  win  before  and  lost,  and  not 
favored  and  won.” 

Still,  BYU  has  the  edge  as  the  host 
team.  Since  the  WAC  changed  to  a 
double  elimination  four-team  tourna¬ 
ment  in  1982,  the  host  team  has  taken 
the  championship  honors  every  time.

Mismanagement 
costs  Salt  Palace 
$300,000  a  year

A  Spanish  F ork  radio  station  cele¬ 
brates  three  years  of  “Krishna  Con¬ 
sciousness”  broadcasting  this  week¬ 
end  with  festivities  including  a 
50-pound  cake,  a  multi-course  vege¬ 
tarian  spread,  and  a  fire  ceremony.

The  Salt  Palace  may  have  lost  more 
than  $300,000  a  year  due  to  problems 
in  accounting,  security  procedures 
and  contracting,  says  an  internal 
memo  regarding  the  management  of 
the  entertainment  complex. 

The  memo,  compiled  by  acting  Salt 
Palace  Director  Sam  Driggs,  is  dated 
April  27  —  one  month  after  Driggs 
took  over  operations  at  the  facility. 
Release  of  the  memo  came  as  the 
county  attorney’s  office  continues  an 
investigation  that  has  led  to  the  filing 
of  criminal  charges  against  seven  Salt 
Palace  employees,  including  former 
Director  Doug  Knudsen,  who  re¬ 
signed  March  30. 

Knudsen  has  pleaded  guilty  to 
felony  charges  of  misusing  public 
money  by  redeeming  unsold  tickets 
during  hockey  seasons  since  1981. 
Others  charged  include  former  box- 
office  manager  Lucille  Martin,  Den¬ 
nis  Chamberlain,  Don  Mayne,  Craig 
Miller,  Allan  Pack  and  Joseph  A. 
Schuring. 

Charges  against  Brad  Mayne,  for¬ 
mer  ticketed  events  coordinator  were 
dropped  last  Friday  to  allow  him  to 
accept .  employment  elsewhere,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Deputy  Salt  Lake  County 
Attorney  Don  Sawaya. 

“Dropping  the  charges  will  save  the 
public  the  cost  of  a  trial  and  gives  us 
access  to  his  knowledge,”  Sawaya 
said.  “After  all,  it  is  just  a  Class  B 
misdemeanor.”  Sawaya  said  he  does 
not  anticipate  charges  being  dropped 
against  any  of  the  other  employees. 

The  report  states  that  no  logs  were 
kept  at  the  box  office,  security  cam¬ 
eras  were  removed,  security  person¬ 
nel  were  told  not  to  come  into  the 
office,  and  cash  —  often  as  much  as 
$140,000  —  was  routinely  left  in  a 
cupboard  overnight  because  the  safe 
was  too  hard  to  open.  Broken  locks  on 
the  door  to  the  box  office  allowed  it  be 
opened  from  the  outside.  Poor  ac¬ 
counting  procedures  led  to  events  be¬ 
ing  held  without  full  advance  pay¬ 
ment,  and  the  facility  has  been  unable 
to  collect  on  many  bills,  the  memo 
said. 

“John  Rosenthal  (director  of  ad¬ 
ministrative  services)  is  the  hero  in 
this  situation.  He  uncovered  the 
problems  and  he  and  Sam  Driggs 
have  gone  in  there  and  cleaned  it  up,” 
said  Barker.
